Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first 
annual  report  after  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  under  con- 
sideration Dr  H.M.  Mitchell  was  acting  as. your  Medical  Officer, 
and  I am  indebted  to  her  for  information  on  which  to  complete 
the  report,  and  for  her  general  help  to  me  since  I took  up  duty. 

There  are  a few  points  in  the  report  to  which  I 
would  especially  draw  your  attention.  There  was  a fall  in 
the  number  of  births  as  compared  with  1956,  and  the  birth  rate 
has  fallen  while  the  national  rate  ha.s  risen.  I have  tried 
to  separate  the  deaths  of  patients  in  Menston  Hospital  from 
those  of  residents  in  other  parts  of  the  District  so  that  you 
can  have  a clear  picture  of  the  situation  as  it  affects  the  main 
population  of  the  area.  The  first  point  of  interest  about  the 
deaths  is  the  fact  that  the  average  age  at  death  of  women  was 
five  years  more  than  that  of  men  (^Sgyears  and  6^-years  respec- 
tively) . Secondly  a high  proportion  of  male  deaths  are  due 
to  two  affections  of  the  lung,  namely,  lung  cancer  and  bronchitis. 
Both  of  these  are  associated  with  excessive  smoking  and  atmospheric 
pollution.  While  the  smoking  is  a matter  purely  for  the  individual, 
atmospheric  pollution  is  a matter  of  general  concern  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  the  action  the  Council  is  taking  to  impliment  the 
Clean  Air  Act.  We  can  only  hope  that  in  the  future  the  effect 
of  this  will  be  shown  by  a reduction  in  deaths  from  these  two 
causes . 

The  general  level  of  health,  as  shown  by  the 
infectious  diseases  returns,  the  reports  of  claims  for  sickness 
benefit,  and  the  information  available  from  practitioners  has 
remained  satisfactory. 

I have  attached  .an  Appendix  showing  the  work  done 
by  the  Divisional  Health  Services  of  the  County  Council,  and  I 
would  draw  special  attention  to  the  progress  of  the  vaccination 
scheme  for  the  protection  of  children  against  paralytic  poliomye- 
litis, which,  we  hope,  will  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease, 
as  diphtheria  immunisation  has  dealt  with  the  epidemics  of  that 
condition  which  we  knew  twenty  years  ago. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr  Farrar,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  been  of 
invaluable  assistance  to  me  since  I was  appointed,  and  has  written 
the  report  on  the  environmental  health  services,  and  to  the  other 
Chief  Officers  of  the  Council.  Finally  I would  like  to  thank 
you,  Mr  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  your 
continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  for  your 
support  and  the  consideration  which  you  have  shown  towards  me.

The  Urban  District  which  was  formed  in  1 937  hy  the 
combination  of  Rawdon,  Yeadon,  Guiseley  and  Hav/ksworth,  is  divided 
into  8 wards.  About  one  third  of  the  area  is  moorland,  especially 
in  the  Hav/ksworth  area,  while  Yeadon  and  most  of  Guiseley  is  indus- 
trial with  woollen  textiles  as  the  main  manufacture.  Rawdon  and 
the  remainder  of  Guiseley  are  largely  residential.  Included  within 
the  District  is  the  large  Menston  Mental  Hospital. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Births 

There  were  352  live  births  (l  97  males  and  155  females) 
accredited  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the  14 strict  during  the 
year.  339  of  these  were  legitimate  and  1 3 illegitimate  giving  an 
illegitimate  birth  rate  of  3.7%.  The  live  birth  rate  per  thousand 
of  the  population  was  12.8  and  even  after  allowing  for  the  high 
comparability  factor  applicable  for  births  in  the  area  is  well  below 
the  national  average  which  had  risen  as  compared  with  1956,  while 
that  in  Ai reborough  had  fallen. 

In  addition  4 infants  were  stillborn  (2  male  and  2 
female)  which  was  just  over  half  the  number  last  year,  and  gave  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  11.2  per  thousand  total  births  which  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Deaths 

I would  preface  the  comments  about  deaths  in  the 
Urban  District  by  reminding  you  that  any  person  who  dies  in  Menston 
Hospital  after  having  been  there  for  six  months  is  regarded  for 
registration  purposes  as  a resident  of  the  District.  This  influences 
the  total  deaths  accredited  to  the  area,  because  although  less  than 
one  tenth  of  all  residents  in  the  area  are  in  the  hospital,  one 
third  of  the  deaths  occur  there.  Due  allowance  for  this  is  made 
in  the  comparability  factor,  so  that  the  adjusted  death  rate  can  be 
fairly  compared  with  that  of  any  other  part  of  the  country,  but 
the  actual  number  of  deaths  and  the  crude  death  rate  are  higher 
than  would  be  expected.  I have  included  a table  which  analyses 
the  causes  of  deaths  by  sex  and  age  groups  so  far  as  the  general 
resident.']  of  the  area  are  concerned  and  added  a list  of  the  causes 
of  death  in  the  Hospital. 

There  were  in  all  428  deaths  of  inhabitants  of  the 
area.  Of  these  155  males  and  1 33  females  were  general  residents 
and  70  males  and  70  females  resident  in  Menston  Hospital. 

The  crude  death  rate  per  thousand  total  population 
was  15.6,  but  after  correction  for  comparative  purposes  this  falls 
to  12.1  . Even  so  it  is  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Of  the  general  resident « -.while  the  deaths  in  men 
were  almost  evenly  spread  over  the  age  range  55  - 84,  about 
two-thirds  of  the  women  survived  to  over  65  years  of  age.  In 
both  sexes  the  major  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease,  in  women 
the  next  most  important  cause  was  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  clot 
on  the  brain  whilst  in  men  it  was  cancer.  This  accounted  for 
2 6 of  the  male  deaths  and  the  most  frequent  site  was  in  the 
lungs.  Bronchitis  was  another  frequent  cause  of  death  in  men. 

8 children  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday 
(6  boys  and  2 girls)  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  22.7 
per  thousand  live  births  which  is  almost  exactly  that  for  the 
whole  of  the  country.  7 of  these  children  died  of  conditions 
which  were  present  from  birth  and  which,  in  the  present  state 
of  medical  knowledge  could  not  have  been  prevented  or  treated 
successfully.

pregnancy .

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SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


Local  Authority  Health  Services 

The  services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  and  Mental  Treatment 
Acts  within  the  District  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  and  meet  the  local  requirements  adequately.  Details 
of  the  work  of  the  services  in  the  County  Health  Division  No.  5 
are  given  as  an  appendix  to  the  report,  and  the  County  Ambulance 
Service  operates  from  the  Guiseley  Depot. 

Laboratory  Services 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  provided  through 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Bradford  and  Wakefield. 

Facilities  exist  in  the  Council's  laboratory  at 
Grange  House  for  carrying  out  biochemical  tests  on  milk  and  ice- 
cream. 

Chemical  analysis  of  water,  milk,  foodstuffs  etc. 
is  carried  out  by  Messrs  Richardson  & Jaffe, Bradford,  and  by  Mr 
Raymond  Mallinder,  Halifax. 

Hospital  Services 

General  hospital  services  are  available  together 
with  special  services  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary  and  the  General 
Hospital,  Otley. 

Geriatric  cases  are  admitted  through  the  General 
Hospital,  Otley,  to  Middleton  Hospital,  Ilkley. 

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general 
practitioner  maternity  unit  at  Four  Gables,  Clarence  Road, 
Horsforth,  and  for  special  or  complicated  cases  at  the  Leeds 
Maternity  Hospital.  Flying  squad  services  are  available  from 
this  latter  hospital. 

Infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  admitted  to  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  Bradford.  A few  cases  are 
admitted  to  Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  - Section  47 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this 
section,  which  together  with  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1957,  provides  for  application  to  the  courts  for  the  removal 
of  persons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  illness,  or  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  handicapped  and  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and  who  are  not  able  to  devote  to  themselves,  or 
receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention,  to  a 
hospital  or  other  suitable  accommodation.

SECTION  III 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 

Apart  from  a fairly  widespread  ‘but  fortunately  mild 
outbreak  of  measles,  the  District  was  reasonably  free  from  noti- 
fiable infectious  diseases  during  the  year.  There  was,  however, 
a very  extensive  epidemic  of  influenza  which,  though  not  notifiable, 
was  brought  to  my  attention  by  general  practitioners,  schools,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance.  This  started  at 
the  end  of  September,  and  lasted  throughout  October,  dying  out  during 
November.  It  was  expected  that,  following  the  pattern  of  the 
epidemic  of  1918-1919?  there  would  be  a second  more  severe  wave  of 
the  disease,  but  this  fortunately  did  not  materialize. 

Most  of  the  responsibility  for  the  prevention  of  spread 
of  infections  diseases  has  passed  to  the  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority,  and  I have  included  in  the  Appendix  some  account 
of  the  work  done  in  this  field  by  the  Divisional  Health  Service. 

Measles 

356  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  an  outbreak 
which  lasted  from  March  to  June  with  sporadic  cases  continuing  into 
the  autumn.  This  compares  with  only  11  cases  in  1956,  but  follows 
the  two  yearly  cycle  often  seen  with  measles,  as  there  were  nearly 
500  cases  in  1955.  Most  were  of  a quite  mild  character. 

Whooping  cough 

There  were  45  cases  of  whooping  cough  reported  during 
the  year, half  of  which  affects  1 children  in  their  first  year  at 
school . 

Protective  inoculations  against  this  disease  are  effective 
in  reducing  the  incidence  and  severity  of  cases,  especially  in  very 
young  infants  in  whom  whooping  cough  can  be  very  dangerous,  and  may 
well  prove  fatal.  Although  distressing  the  illness  is  not  so  danger- 
ous in  later  childhood.  For  this  reason  the  inoculations  are  best 
given  in  the  early  months  of  life,  and  their  effect  lasts  for  two 
to  three  years.  A full  report  on  whooping  cough  vaccination  is 
given  in  the  Appendix. 

Scarlet  fever 

3 cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  and  all  were 
relatively  mild.  This  is  a marked  reduction  on  the  incidence  in 
1956. 

Diphtheria 

Once  again  it  is  possible  to  report  a year  free  from 
cases  of  diphtheria,  substantiating  the  claims  as  to  the  value  of 
protective  immunisation  which  is  imdoubtedly  the  main  reason  for 
the  freedom  from  this  disease  which  we  are  enjoying  at  present. 

Details  of  the  immunisation  scheme  are  given  in  the  Appendix. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  reported  during  1957. 
Despite  difficulties  with  shortage  of  vaccine  supplies  there  was 
steady  progress  in  the  scheme  for  protecting  children  against  the 
paralytic  form  of  this  disease,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  report 
of  the  County  Health  Services. 
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Dysentery 


An  outbreak  of  tliis  condition  in  Menston  Hospital 
in  March  gave  rise  to  32  notified  cases.  No  other  cases  were 
notified  from  outside  the  hospital. 

Tuberculosis 

26  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year,  5 of  then  being  patients  in  Menston 
Hospital.  In  addition  there  were  3 cases  of  the  non-respira- 
tory  form  of  the  disease. 

4 respiratory  cases  died  during  the  year  as  did 
2 non-re spi rat ory  cases. 

There  is  a regular  follow-up  of  all  notified  cases 
to  check  contacts  and  ensure  their  freedom  from  infection,  and 
child  contacts  can  be  protected  with  B.C.G-.  vaccination.  Since 
tuberculosis  frequently  affects  adolescents  and  young  adults, a 
scheme  for  the  protection  of  school  leavers  with  B.C.G-.  vaccine 
has  been  introduced  and  a report  on  this  appears  in  the  Appendix.

During  the  jrear  the  new  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  continued 
to  satisfactorily  deal  with  the  disposal  of  refuse  and.  the  amount 
of  salvage  sold  tiring  the  year  was  £7,791  making  a total  of 
£28,020  since  the  Plant  was  opened,  and  making  a grand  total  of 
7,713  tons  of-  materials  reclaimed  and  sold  for  £56,647  since  the 
reclamation  of  salvage  was  commenced  in  1940.

The  making  of  the  first  Smoke  Control  Area  was  commenced, 
an'-'’  it  is  with  regret  that  the  minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
turned  down  the  proposal  for  making  the  whole  of  the  district  into 
a smokeless  area  and  that  the  grant  should  be  made  applicable  to  all 
householders  who  were  prepared  to  convert  their  heating  appliances 

so  as  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,

The  Council  declared  clearance  areas  in  relation  to  the 
i-i.A.P.  houses  at  Guiseley,  and  with  the  subsequent  demolition  of  these 
properties,  leaves  the  whole  of  this  area  to  be  developed  in  conjunction 
with  the  new  Shaw  Lane  Estate.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  EE  AT  INSPECTION 

The  eleven  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  since  1954  continued 
to  be  used  for  the  slaughter  of  food  animals  during  .1957.  Ten  of  these 
were  in  regular  weekly  ,use,  one.  of  them  being  used  in  conjunction  with 
a hospital  farm,  the  others  being  used  by  retail  butchers.  The 
constructional  condition  of  the  private  slaughterhouses-  in  the  district 
continues  to  be  the  same,  and  no  general  improvement  was  made  during  the 
jrear.  The  problem  is  of  centralisation  of  slaughtering  in  the  District  • 
ana  the  closing  of  the  small  unsatisfactory  slaughterhouses  will  likely  be 
brought  to  a head  in  1956  If  the  proposed  legislation  on  slaughterhouses 
becomes  law. 

All  animals  slaughtered  during  the  37-ear  were  inspected  post-mortem 
as  soon  as  possible  after  killing  had  taken  place.  As  in  previous  years 
killing  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  week-ends,  holida3.rs  and  in  the 
evenings,  and  this  necessitated  the  working  of  many  hours  outside  the 
usual  office  times  throughout  the  year.  In  all  917  visits  were  made  to 
slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  meat  inspection,  and  a total,  of 
8,723  carcases  inspected.  A total  weight  of  5,523  s lbs.  was  found  on 
inspection  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  this  was  disposed  of 
in  the  Council's  incinerator.  All  meat  was  surrendered  voluntarily 
with  the  exception  of  one  carcase  which  was  taken  before  a Justice  of 
the  Peace  who  ordered  its  disposal  by  incineration. 

The  quality  of  meat  produced  in  the  district  continued  to  be  of  a 
ver37-  good  standard  and  came  in  the  main  from  prime  young  stock.  The 
inci -’ence  of  disease,  particularly  tuberculosis,  in  the  various  types 
of  food  animal  continued  to  decline  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that 
if  the  trend  over  the  last  four  3^ears  continues,  tuberculosis  in  food 
animals  will  be.  completely  eradicated  within  the  course  of  the  next  few 
3rears,

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  1957,  4,335  leads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  7*961  houses 
and  182  other  premises.  An  approximate  seven  day  collection  of  household 
■, -refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  During 'the  year  972  tons  of 
salvageable  materials  were  sold  for  a sum  of  £7,791*  this,  making  a total 
weight  of  salvage  sold  since,  operations  commenced  in  1940  to  March,  1958 
of  7*961  tons  of  material  for  £58,791. 

The  recovery  of  salvage  was  commenced  by  the  Council  in  April,  1940, 
and  to  the  period  ending  31st ' December,'  1957,  7,713  tons  of  material  had 
been  salvaged  and  sold  for  £56,647.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Aireborough  is  served  by  two  water  undertaking sj  the  Council* s own 
undertaking  supplies  the  Guiseley  area  with  water  from  bore-hole  s in  Net  her  field 
Road,  Moor  Top  and  Greenbottom,  The  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  supplies  the 
remainder  of  the  district  from  a large  impounding  reservoir  at  Reva  with 
gathering  grounds  at  Hawkswobth  Moor  and  in  addition  there  are  bore-holes  at 
Yeadon  and  Carlton. 

"The  number  of  houses  not  on  the  Public  Supply  is  90,  some  of  which  have 
piped  supplies  frail  private  source  S3  others  have  individual  shallow  wells  on 
their  own  property.  Due  to  the  wet  summer  months  these  wells  were 
adequately  supplied  and  no  cases  of  wells  drying  up  were  reported  as  in 
pr eviou  s ye  ar s .

Five  certificates  were  issued  covering  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire  after  premises  were  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  by 
Section  34. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION . 

The  total  estimated  number  of  water  closets  in  the  district  is 
11,051.  There  are  still  13.  privies,  13  pail  closets  and.  11  waste- 
water  closets.

■j;  .At  the  beginning  of  the  Summer  a preliminary  survey  was  made,  of 
the  Council’ s'  Shaw  Lane  Estate  in  preparation  for  our  first  Smoke 
Gontrpl  -area.  A resulting  scheme  was  placed  before  the.  Council,  was- 
a-^opte^  by  them  and  submitted  to  the  Linister  of  Hou’sing  and  Local 
Government  in  the  Autumn  for  his  approval  in  principle.  This 
approval  was  given. on  the  31st  October,  after  which  a detailed  survey- 
or the-  area  was  carried  out,  and  the  Council  made  its  first  Smoke  . • 
Control  Or^er  on  the  last  day  of  the  year. 

Smoke  Control  Area  No.  1.  covers  approximately  170  acres  and 
contains  530  dwellings,  all  Council  property,  with  no  industrial  or 
commercial  premises.  The  area  is  that  of  a post-war  housing  estate 
only  partially  complete^,  which  will  allow  for  all  future  developments 
therein  to  be  controlled  in  connection  with  the  production  of  smoke. 

" 'A'  preliminary  survey  for  the  second  Smoke  Control  Area,  which 
extends  eastwards  from  Ho.l.  Area  and  follows  the  Council’s  boundary 
roun^  to  the  village  of  RawHon,  was  made  and  this  cheme  was  also, 
accepted  by  the  Council, 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  Connell  completed  the  erection  of  148  houses  and 
flats  whilst  63  were  completed  by  Private  Enterprise,  Due  to  the  non- 
availability of  Council  houses  for' the  purpose,  no  Clearance  Areas  were 
declared  involving  private  houses  but  two  areas  at  Tennyson  Street,  Guiseley 
and  Byron  Crescent,  Guiseley,  were'  declared  having  a joint  total  of  84 
houses.  All  these  houses  are  of  the  ex~M,A,P,  bungalow  type  and  the 
making  of  these'  two  areas  completed  the  declaration  of  all  the  Council’s 
ex~M,A,P.  houses  situated  at  Guiseley  under  Clearance  Area  procedure. 

The  Council’s  "Five  Year  Slum  Clearance  Programme"  came  into  operation  at 
the  end  of  November,  1955,  and  this  envisaged  the  clearance  of  upwards  of 
ono  thousand  sub-standard  houses,  including  550  ax-M.A.P.  bungalows,  by 
the  end  of  I960,  By  the  end  of  1957  nearly  700  houses  remained  to  be 
dealt  with  and  the  rate  of  Council  house  building  was  showing  a considerable 
decline  due  to  the  high  Bank  Rate  and  other  causes.  It  would  appear 
that  the  Five  Year  Programme  will  not  be  completed  for  some  years  after 
I960.

The  various  results  for  1957  are  tabulated' below  and  compared  with  the 
annual  figures  of  previous  years.  In  addition,  in  the  case  of  the  Lead 
Peroxide  Candle  results,  average  values  for  five  Summer  months  and  five  Winter 
months  have  been  calculated  and  the  ratio  determined.  In  the  case  of  the 
• Deposit  Gauge,  due'  to  possible  variations  caused  by  weather,  the  average 
value  over  a period  of  five  years  is  also  used. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  with  the  exception  of  the  amount  of  smoke  in  the  I 
air,  all  other  pollutions  are  either  at  the  same  level  as  before,  or  even  less, 
and  in  all  cases  this,  is  reflected  in  the  monthly  figures  from  Summer  onwards, 

A cleaner  atmosphere  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  is  most  likely  the 


result  of  a milder  Winter.

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are  made  by  the 
ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to  the  Ilkley  and 
Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation  is  booked  in 
one  or  other  of  the  following  maternity  homes  according  to  the  wishes 


of  the  patient : - 

Four  G-ables  Maternity  Home  . 20  beds 

The  G-eneral  Hospital,  Otley 22  beds 


St.  Winifred’s  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  ....  12  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient's 
own  doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the 
Maternity  Unit  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public  Health 
Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow-up  by  the  midwife  or  the  health 
visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante-Nata.1  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service 
•ante-natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  of  local 
authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practitioners  are 
providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients  under  the  Maternity 
Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  more  women  are 
seeking  a bed  in  hospital.  Because  of  these  factors  there  is  a 
marked  reduction  in  attendance  at  some  of  the  clinics.

5.  Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics

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Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  to  receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County 
Council’s  Scheme  either  at  the  County  Dental  Clinic,  RLchardshaw 
Lane,  Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a private 
dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme 
when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a County 
Dental  Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  trea.tme.nt,  including  the 

provision  of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for 
nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up  to  twelve  months 
aft e r c onf i nemen t .

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2.  Premature  Infants 


Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from  which 
it  can  be  delivered  to  the  hone  at  any  time  day  or  night,  at  the 
request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson  has  attended  a special 
course  of  instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento 
Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  her  to 
be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  she  can  advise  and 
assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card 
for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5^-Ibs. 
or  less,  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 

'there  were  SO  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the 
year,  of  which  54  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a survival  rate  of 
66  per  cent  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  80  per  cent  in  1956.

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and 
their  children  who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to 
give  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists 
between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many 
social  problems  which  these  c; ses  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  for  unmarried 
mothers.  One  mother  and  hor  baby  who  was  resident  in  the  Division  was 
admitted  to  a Home  during  the  year  under  these  arrangements.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned 
mainly  with  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  cliildren  under  five 
years,  and  although  this  still  continues  to  he  an  important  part  of 
her  Y\rork,  she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family 
adviser,  with.  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  vdiole  family.  This 
extension  of  her  work  id  reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made 
by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the 
Division  for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of 
training,  arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University 
of  Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate. 

Details  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work  are  given  in 
the  following  table:- 
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HOME  NOSHING 


The  work  undertaicen  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service 
continues  to  he  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  'by  enabling 
more  patients  to  he  nursed  at  home  and  lay  making  possible  the  early  dis- 
charge of  patients  from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving 
the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  in. 
the  Division  shows  a decrease  of  49  on  the  previous  year,  and  57  per  cent 
of  the  cases  were  aged  65  or  over. 

The  practice  continues  for  increasing  use  to  be  made 
of  the  home  nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections, 
and  12,040  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only,  an  increase 
of  nearly  7 per  cent  on  the  previous  year. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with 
general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  ha.s  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment 
for  loan  to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equip-* 
ment,  such  as  whe el' -chairs,  etc.  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public  Health 
Office,  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council's 
Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection 
■with  the  supervision  and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons 
in  the  Division,  who  are  under  statutory  supervision,  guardian- 
ship, or  on  licence  from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned 
with  the  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals 
and  is  now  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Social  Therapists  at 
Scalehor  Park  Hospital  in  regaerd  to  the  after-care  of  patients 
discharged  from  that  hospital.  Mental  Health  care  and  after- 
care cases  are  sometimes  referred  by  general  medical  practitioners 
and  by  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and 
Youth  Employment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the 
employment  problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health 
Visitors  and  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  loroved  to  be  very 
useful,  while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer 
has  been  of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action  under  the  Lunacy 
and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs  Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training 
of  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  were  in  -operation  up  to  November 
1 957,  with  the  Leeds  Mental  Health  Service  for  children  who  had. 
been  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  ineducable,  and  who 
are  living  at  home,  to  attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  attended  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armley  Grange 
Stanningley  Road,  Leeds.  Free  transport  was  provided  to  and  from 
the  Centres.  Six  children  continued  to  attend  the  North  Leeds 
Centre,  but  on  11th  November,  1957,  the  Occupation  Centre  in  Sunny - 
bank  Avenue,  Horsforth,  opened  with  six  children  from  the  immediate 
vicinity;  others  followed  in  subsequent  weeks  and  by- mud-De c emb er 
26  children  were  on  the  register.  They  come  from  all  parts  of  the 
Division.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

Vaccinaiion  against  poliomyelitis  was  introduced  for  the  first 
time  in  1956.  The  Ministry  of  Health  made  vaccine  available  to  Local  Health 
Authorities  for  the  vaccination  of  children  born  in  tne  years  1 913  - 1 957 
inclusive.  3724  children  were  registered  for  vaccination,  approximately  29 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  number  of  children  born  in  those  years.  ills  was, 

I think  a satisfactory  response  to  an  entirely  new  protective  measure. 
Vaccination  consists  of  two  injections  at  a minimum  of  a three  week  interval. 
The  supply  of  vaccine  was  limited  and  only  2140  received  their  two  injections 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Miss  M.¥,  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  devotes 
her  whole  time  to  the  visiting  of  tuberculosis  patients  in  the 
Division.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics  serving  the  Division 
and  thereby  provides  a valuable  link  between  the  clinics  and  the 
care  and  after-care  service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest 
Physicians  and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached 
between  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council 
the  Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation 
to  the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

63  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving  free  extra 
nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year.

37  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
Division  were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  during  the  year.

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YOUTH  ELV3PLOYMENT  SERVICE 


Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the 
Youth  Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school 
who  are  medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation. 
When  necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical 
Officer  and  Paediatrician  to  he  present  at  the  Youth  Employment 
Officer’s  interviews  with  the  parents  of  these  children. 


EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHELEKEN 

The  County  Council’ s Byelaw  require  that  where  a 
child  of  compulsory  school  age  is  employed  there  shall  within 
1L  days  from  the  date  when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to 
and  endorsed  by  the  employer  a certificate  from  the  School 
Medical  Officer  that  such  employment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to 
his  health  or  physical  development  and  will  not  render  him  unfit 
to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education.  1 3b  children 
were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  158  in  1956. 

31  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness 
to  take  part  in  entertainments  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
